|State Department Takes De-| 
cided Exception to Mexican 
Assertion | 


Vice President's 
That Revolution in Mexico Is 
Fomented by Americans. 


Washington, April 28.—The reported 


ident of Mexico, that Americans were 
fomenting trouble in his country to 
force fntervention, has encountered the 
disfavor of the United States govern- 
ment. 

The state department has called the 


-matter to the attention of Mexico to 


establish officially whether the inter- 
view with the vice president, in which 
the statements excepted to are said to 
have been made, was authentic, as 
published in Mexico City. 

The question will be taken up by 
Ambassador Wilson at Mexico City, 
to whom the department telegraphed 
late today a copy of an official state- 
ment which it had issued unequivocall- 
ly disapproving the alleged utterance. 


“The department of state finds it 
very difficult to credit the authenticity 
of such an interview purporting to 
come from a high official of the Mex- 
ican government,” the statement says, 
“because the efforts made to enforce 
the neutrality laws, and the disinter- 
ested friendship of the United States 
for Mexico and the Mexican people 
are as well known to the Mexican 
government as they are fully under- 
stood in the United States, 

“The department of state has made 
every effort to prevent any harmful 
misunderstanding, and there can be no 
doubt that the Mexican foreign office 
will take prompt steps to repudiate 
ang prevent the promulgation of any 
such statements calculated so seriously 
to disturb the mutual confidence and 
friendly good understanding between 
the two peoples.” 

The interview, according to The 
Diario, was given by the vice presi- 
dent at Santander, Spain. 

Corral Interview Discredited. 


Mexico City, April 28.—‘“The state- 
ments attributed to Mr. Corral are so 
at variance with the facts and so in- 
conceivable as originating from a per- 
s0n occupying the high and representa- 
tive office of vice president of a great 
nation holding friendly relations with 
the United States, that comment of a 
critical nature would be better re- 
served.” 

In this manner Ambassador Wilson 
commented tonight"upon the interview 
attributed to Vice President Corral at 
Santander, Spain, and printed in El Im- 
parial, of this capitol. In diplomatic 
and official circles the disposition to 
discredit the interview was general, 
several expressing the same opinion as 
did the ambassador. 

“I am sure these views are not shared 
by the other responsible officials of the 
Mexican government,” continued Am- 
bassador Wilson. “It is perhaps true 
that the neutrality laws of the United 
States need amplification and amend- 
ment to meet conditions which were not 
contemplated when they were framed, 
but as they exist on the statute books 
they” have been enforced and even 
strained to meet the representations of 
the Mexican government relating to 
conditions on the frontier. 

“Our government's duties in this crisis 
are precisely what the duties of any 
other government would be under simi- 
lar circumstances and these duties, 


performed calmly and patiently.”

Reciprocity 
Bill Is Attacked. 


Democrats in Pushing Reci- 
procity, Declares Prince, of 
Illinois---Humors of a Tariff 
Fight Revealed. 


Washington, April 28.—Another dec- 
laration that annexation is the desired 


of the house revealing humors of a

Mr. Prince, of Illinois, republican, at- 
tacking the Canadian reciprocity bill, 
sounded the annexation note. Presi- 
dent Taft’s speech in New York Thurs- 
day night furnished his text. He said 
the pouring of Americans into the 
Canadian northwest and the attitude 
of the controlling forces of the demo- 
cratic party could mean nothing else 
than annexation, reciprocity and par-- 


tial free trade with Canada being the 
: 


first step toward that end. 


“I say to our neighbors on the north, 
be not deceived,’ said Mr. Prince, ' 
“when we go into a country and get | 
control of it, we take it. It is our |; 
history and it is right that we should | 
take it, if we want it and you might 
as well understand it. The speaker 
has so said so; the party back of him 
has so said, and it does not deny that 
that is its desire.” 


Arraigns “A Revenue Tariff.” 
The real climax of the session came 


when Representative Kent, of Ca’i- 
fornia, delivered a semi-humorous 
Speech on the general tariff question, 
arraigning ‘“‘a revenue tariff upon 
necessities.” He said that with other 
novices in the house he felt sure. he: 
had absorbed speeches until he had 
“learned much that cannot possibly ‘the 
true” and that the Congressional Rec- 
oard was filled with a mass of mathe- 
matics, “proving what is logically ab- 
surd,” 

“I am a republican, or what used to 
be a republican,’ Mr. Kent observed, 
“because I believe in the protection of 
infant industries that stand some 
eventual chance of becoming self-sus- 
taining. But many industries, having 
outgrown the cradle have not been re- 
quired to hustle for their livelihood, 
but have been carried bodily to a ward 
in the Hospital, where our standpat 
friends advocate keeping them during 
all eternity to ‘be doctored, nursed and 
nourished at the public expense.” 

Mr. Kent said that a protective tariff 
was an attempt to “tax ourselves rich.”’ 

‘The nation can acquire wealth if 
not merit,” he said, “by unanimously 
consenting t» the reciprocal picking of 
pockets by all the people.” 

To show tariff inequalities, Mr. Kent 
sail “Mr. Rockefeller. probably pays 
less private revenue on the food he 
consumes tran does the average hod 
carrier. He would doubtless like to 
pay as much, but he can’t without eat- 
ing as much.”

County Public Schools. 


Our committee on county schools 
visited a few of the schools in com- 
pany with County School Commis- 
Sioner E. C. Merry, and they report 
that these schools give evidence of a 
degree of efficiency that is gratifying, 
when we bear in mind the very in- 
adeyuate salaries paid to teachers— 
salaries so meager 
inducement to talent, skill and scnol- 
arship, which are so essential to good 
instruction and to the promotion of 
good citizenship. 

It is a sad commentary 
telligence of the average citizenship 
that our teachers-—who should be mod- 
els for our chiliren, and who spend 
years in preparation for’ their pro- 


than a day laborer. 

We learn that in the county—out- 
side of Atlanta—there are about 1,000 
children who do not attend school, 
These children are forming habits of 
idleness, and they constitute a § con- 
stant and intréasing menace to good 
order, peace and the moral status of 
the community. 

To remedy this condition we recom- 
mend that our representatives in the 
legislature, at the approaching 
sion, take suitable steps to secure leg- 
islation that will provide compulsory 
attendance on the schools of the 
county. 

We are informed that there are ac- 
commodations for only a small number 
of high-school pupils in the schools. 
We suggést that, if possible, arrange- 
ments be made with the Atlanta 
schools, whereby, on payment of tul- 
tion, these pupils can be received into 
the high schools of the city. 

If this should prove impracticable, 
we recommend to our board of county 
commissioners that they add to their 
annual appropriations for schools a 
sufficient amount to sustain high- 
school grades in a few of the schools 
—-enough to accommodate these appli- 
cants for higher education. 


Justice Courts. 


Our committee, appointed to inspect 
the justice of the peace courts of the 
county, visited, in person, the courts 
of Justices Puckett, Johnston, Jackson, 
Owen, Landrum, Ridley, Bloodworth

A jar@e proportion of these were for 
small. amounts—often less than one 
dollar—yet they all carried with them 
the pound of flesh extorted in the name 
of the law, in many instances by the 
merciless Shylock and his legal abet- 
tor. from a helpless and ignorant class 
who constitute an easy prey for the 
designing and unscrupulous. 

The fact that of 644 criminal cases 
brought in about five months only 97 
defendants were bouna over, involves 
another story of useless litigation, in- 
spired, doubtiess, in a large number 
of instances, by officers of the law 
who encourage an appeal to the courts 
on a most trivial complaint, hoping 
thereby to profit at the expense of 
those who prohably often pay the toll 
exacted by the petty, Dut greedy, min- 
ions of the law. 

It appears that upon the aotivity 

ef the bailiffs of the several courts de- 
pends the volume of business done, and 
to the lively competition thus brought 
sbour is chargable. many of the evils 
that have grown up around the sys- 
tem. 
“We know of no grounds on which 
the imtegrity of any of the justices 
may be called in question, but, to the 
eontrary, believe them all to be con- 
secientious in the discharge of their 
official duties. 

There ts no doubt, however, that the 
system in vogue is absolutely unfitted 
for a county of so large a population 
as Fulton. and, on this account, much 
injustice is worked, and wrong done, 
in the name of justice and law. This 
condition, if lone continued, will 
breed in our people a contempt for 
all eourts and law enforcement, and 
will finally tend to anarchy. 

The importance, therefore, of imme- 
diate reform is urgent and imminent. 
As a remedy, we recommend that our 
representatives in the legislature be 
requested to secure the passage of leg- 
islation providing for the establish- 
ment of a system of minor courts .sim- 
ilar to that proposeg by the Hon. Wal- 
ter McElreath. 

Under such a system there should be 
established a central office with a 
clerk in charge. Ali justice court 
processes should issue from him and 
all records be kept by him. To him 
all bailiffs and other ministerial offi- 
cers should be answerable, thus sepa- 
rating the judicial and administrative 
functions. 

This central office should be located 
at or near the county courthouse, and 
all sales should be made in front of 
the county house door, and all Plegali- 
ties, reflevine and claims should be 
filed at this office. 


All justices should be paid salaries.

We approve the prospective work 
for improvement of the Cascade road 
from Utoy creek to the county line, for 
which we learn preparations are now 
being made.

The 
roads of the county constitute a monu- 
ment to his industry, good judgment, 
skill and zeal. 

Almshouse. 


Our committee on almshouse, accom- 
panied by the grand jury as a bedy, 
has made thorough inspection of this 
institution. 

We find the various buildings in 
good condition tn general appearance, 
but a large number of the rooms— 
especially where the sick are confined 
—are not as tidy as we would wish. 
The walls are unsanitary; the windows 
are not screened: while in the rooms 
occupled by thé negro sick we found the 
bedding unclean and trash and dirt 
accumulated in the corners. 

The buildings are beautifully situ- 
ated and when the grounds and sur- 
roundings are improved the whole will 
constitute a most pleasing prospect. 

We recommend tha* suitablé and san- 
itary finish be placed on the interior 
walls of the building—such as will en- 
able the superintendent io wash them, 
thereby vromoting sanitary condition. 

To further this condition, we also 
recommend that all-the doors and win- 
dows of these buildings be carefully 
screened. m 

Cenvict Camps. 


Our committee on convict camps vis- 
ited five camps, as follows: County 
Barracks, Oakland Camp, Roseland 
Camp, Minor Camp and Buckhead 
Camp.

RIBERY CHARGE 


Tennesssee Legislator 
Creates Sensation. 


Charges That He Was Offered 
$1,500 to Cast His Votes With 
Regular Democrats Made by 
a Tennessee Representative. 
Holds Written Agreement. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 28.—Out of 
Tennessee's politico-legislative dead- 
lock this afternoon came a development 
bordering on the sensational, by the 
publication of a dispatch from Bir- 
mingham declaring that a bribe fund 
of $1,500 had been offered to Repre- 
sentative J. Q@. McDonald, of Overton 
county, by Judge E. C. Goodpasture, of 
Livingstone, providing Mr. McDonald 
agreed to bind himself to vote with the 
so-called “regular” democrats on all 
questions coming. before the legisla- 
ture. The alleged agreement, in writ- 
ing, McDonald claims he holds. It was 
made, he asserts, December 31 of last 
year, but he explains that, far fraternal 
and political reasons he withheld a 
revelation of the alleged bribe attempt 
up to this time. 

In a statement to the Associated 
Press at Birmingham this afternoon, 
Mr, McDonald, one of the “insurgent 
legislators” who quit Tennessee to 
hold up further legislation, verifies the 
published statement that a bribe was 
offered to him providing he voted with 
the “regular” democrats in the legisla- 
ture’ who were defeated in the late 
gubernatorial contest by a fusion of 
insurgent democrats and repubiicans. 

Goodpasture was shown Representa- 
tive McDonald's statement this after- 
noon. He’ denied that Mr. Mcligpnald 
held a written proposal ays described. 
He admitted that there had been a 
typewritten statement which pledged 
Representative McDonald to vote for 
the repeal of the election law and a 
State liquor law, but Judge Goodpas- 
ture declares McDonald did not sign 
it; and Goodpasture further asserts 
there was no pecuniary consideratio 
involved.

More Than 300 Killed 
During Riots. 


Troops Quell Revolutionists for 
a Time After Severe Fight. 
Anarchy Rife Among the 
Soldiers --- People Fleeing for 
Lives. 


Hong Kong, China, April 28—Only 
official messages are being received 
today from Canton, where a revolu- 
tionary outbreak occurred last night. 
These are of a disquieting character. 
The revolutionists have obtained a 
quantity of explosives and the govern- 
ment has asked the steamship com- 
panies plying to that city to suspend 
their service lest arms be smuggled 
into the disturbers, who are still at 
large. Many of the leaders have been 
imprisoned. : 

The fighting between the troops and 
the rioters last night began when the 
soldiers arrested a revolutionary lead- 
er and his followers who, carrying 
revolvers and wearing badges, boldly 
proclaimed their purpose, surrounded 
the viceroy’s palace and set it afire, 
and after starting the fire interfered 
with the efforts of others to extin- 
guish the flames. 

The revolutionaries were armed with 
rifles and bombs and fought desper- 
ately. Several were killed and many 
arrested. The troops were command- 
ed by Admiral Li and they suffered 
considerably, a colonel being among 
those wounded. The soldiers finally 
got control of the situation and ener- 
getic measures to prevent another out- 
break were taken. The gates of the 
city were closed and a search made in 
suspected quarters forarms and ammu- 
nition. The fire at the palace burned 
for two hours, doing great damage. 
The viceroy escaped harm. 

Strict Censorship Established. 

A strict censorship has been estab- 
lished and only official exchanges be- 
tween Hong Kong and Canton are pos- 
Thousands of residents of Can- 
ton are fleeing to this city. Those who 
have arrived say that anarchy is rife 
among the soldiers at Canton. Many

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CHANCES FOR RECIPROCITY. 


President Taft’s plea for Canadian reciprocity, delivered at the 
jcint banquet of the Associated Press and the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association, was in many respects a strong presentation 
of,a subject now foremost in the popular mind. 

His antagonism toward the farmers’ free list, put forward by 
the democrats, was to have been expected. He is on record as 
opposing anything resembling general tariff revision until the tariff 
board returns its findings. And he is, above all, solicitous that the 
Canadian pact go through without: even indirect amendment. 

The climax to his appeal came in the statement that unless 
reciprocity were effected now, the opportunity might never recur. 

If at any point the agreement is seriously endangered it is by 
the disfavor of the republican insurgents in the senate. In the last 
analysis, blame will devolve upon them should the measure be de- 
feated or emasculated. 

Evidences are not lacking that they will put up a vigorous 
tight against the adoption of the pact as it now stands; if, indeed, 
they do not conspire outright for its slaughter. : 

By acting with the democrats they hold the balance of power 
and can materiafize reciprocity with only those delays incident to 
the senate’s lack of a cloture rule. 

But reliable reports from Washington are to the effect that 
the insurgents in the senate have swallowed their avowed distaste 
for the stand-pat republicans and are preparing to merge with them 
in an attack upon reciprocity. 

Other rumors have it that the republicans of the senate, voting 
almost solidly, will postpone tariff revision of any nature until the 
regular winter session—when, of course, both parties will be on 
the threshold of their respective presidential nomination campaigns. 

In any event, the democrats do not stand to lose by the position 
they have taken on reciprocity. 

And should the admirable party discipline that has been in 
evidence—in the house, at least—be maintained for. the next year, 
the party can look forward to the fall of 1912 without misgiving. 

As for Canadian reciprocity, stripped of all other considerations 
—its chances rest ultimately with the republicans. 

So that Mr. Taft comes back to his starting point—the task of 
placating or managing the insurgents.

ANGLO-AMERICAN ARBITRATION - 
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NC LONGER IDEALIST’S DREAM — 


London, April 28—What Premier 
Asquith describeg as “this venerable 
Guild Hall, without whose seal of ap- 
proval no popular movement in Lon- 
don is really launched,” witnessed to- 
day a meeting for the adoption of 
resolutions pledging the city to the 
support of Anglo-American complete 
arbitration. 

The lord mayor of London, in his 
scarlet robes and with the mace in 
front of him, held the center of a 
temporary stage. On nts right was the 
prime minister, at his left -former 
Premier Balfour, leader of the oppo- 
Sition in the house of commons, while 
grouped about: the mayor were the 
archbishop of Canterbury, the. arch- 
bishop of Westm nster, Lord Lore- 
the lord high chancellor; Lord 


ada; Sir Joseph G. Ward, premier of 
New Zealand ana other notables. 

Over their heads the union jack and 

Stars and stripes were entwined. 
Taft's Propeseq Treaty Favored, 

Mr. Asquith and Mr. Balfour spoke 
eloquently of the treaty first proposed 
by President Taft, declaring that it 
would mark a new era. in civilization, 
but both pointedly disclaimed that a 
peace pact between ‘ reeat Britain and 
the Uniteg States providing for the 
submission of all differences to arbitra- 
tion would mean an alliance between | 
the two countries. P 

Mr. Balfour warned his hearers, 
than whom he said none in the world 
felt more the burden of preparing for 
war, that the treaty would not mean 
the immediate reduction of armaments. 

The meeting. represented the dem- 
ocracy of England rather than the 
aristocracy. Among those on the plat- 
form were the bishop of Hereford, 
the earl of Aberdeen, lord lieutenant 
of Ireland; Sir George H. Reid, high 
commissioner of Australia; agents of 
all the other British colonies, along 
with representatives of the banks, the 
railways and the steamship companies, 
of England. e ” 

Premier Asquith said, in part: 

“The unique situation which we 
have met to Pecognize and welcome, 
has not been organized or engineered 
by the apparatus of diplomacy. The 
seed which the president of the United 
States cast fell on ground prepared 
to receive it. That which a few years 
ago, even 32 few months ago, might 
have been regarded as the dream of 
idealists, has not only passed into the 
domain of practical statesmanship, but 
has become the settled purpose of two 
great democracies. . 

“The profound significance of the 
new departure is-that between Great 
Britain and the United States what- 
ever the gravity of the issue, and the 
magnitude of the interests involved; 


whatever poignancy of feeling may 
be aroused, tirere will be a definite 
abandonment of war'&s a possible so- 
lution, and the substitution of argu- 
ment for force, and the supersession 
by judicial methods of the old ordeal 
of battle.” 
Agreement Implies No Menace. 

After declaring that their proposed 
agreement implied no menace to the 
rest of mann.nd, ahd did not provide 
for an Anglo-American alliance ag- 
gressive or defensive, the premier con- 
tinued: , 

‘But we may hope ang believe that 
other things will follow. It is not 
for us to dictate or to preach to other 
nations, but if the United. States, and 
areat Britain renounce war, a step 
will be taken of immeasurable’ and 
incomparable significance in the 
Ward progress of humanity.” 

Mr. Asquith then moved the foltow- 
ine resolution: 

“That this meeting orf citizens of 
London, assembled in Guild Hell, cer- 
dially welcomes the proposai of the 
United States in favor of 4 general 
treaty of arbitration between thar 
country and the British empire, and 
pledges its support to the principles 
of such a treaty. as serving the high- 
est interests of the two nations, and 
as tending to promote the peace of 
the world.” 

The resolution was received “with 
tremendous applause, which continued 
until Mr. Balfour rose to second it 

The opposition leader said that 
Anglo-American arbitration was nearer 
fruition at this moment than. ever 
before in history. Some, he said, re- 
garded it as an idealistic dream, and 
believed that when the clash of con- 
flicting interests came, all paper bar- 
riers would be swept away, and he 
continued: 


People Are of One Mind. 


“It is true that- it ts folly to make 
international law go far in advance 
of. public opinion. I cannot imagine 
&@ greater blow to civilization. than 
if, or I will rather say, when such a 
treaty was made either party: should 
break it. But as far as I can read 
opinion on both sides of the Atlantic. 
I cannot indorse these pessimistic 
views. I belleve that tne great mass 
of public opinion on both sides favo 
this move. If the skill of diplomat 
can embody this feeling in a tréaty. 
I do not believe that when the stress 
of international] difficultlfes comes it 
will he broken. 

“Some ask if publie opinion !s thus. 
why a treaty is necessary. I do not 
believe that these -logical diplomats 
represent what actually happens. I 
grant that paper formulae are _use- 
less in themselves, but ff they repre- 
sent the settled e¢onvictions of the 
people, they are valuable.”

Humperdinck's opera, “Koenigskind- 
er.” which was presented last night 
at the Auditortum, was, from the 
standpoint of musicians, destined to be 
the treat of the Metropolitan Opera 
Company's engagement, and indeed, in 
every artistic aspect it measured up 
to what was expected. 

Th One way, the performance resolved 
itself into a personal triumph for Ger- 
aldine Farrat. who !s very evidently 
the popular favorite in Atlanta among 
all the Metropolitan artists. That im- 
portant indicator, the box office re- 
ceipts, proved it in advance, and the 
ovation tendered the prima donna last 
night, sealed the verdict. 

The popular judgment in this case 
eoincided with the artistic. It is one 
of the tests of Miss Farrar’s art that 
she can lose herself in every varying 
role she portrays. Im “Butterfly,” she 
is all naive -sweetness and innocent 
abandon. with ever her movements and 
mestures full of the little Japanese 
girls confiding grace and pathos. In 
“La Tosca” she has evolved distinctly 
inte the French woman, with the lIat- 
ter’'s own charm; sophisticated, while 
is yet simple and enchanting. 

As the “Goose Girl” she became the 
ehild of nature, but it was no less the 
height of art which achieved it. She 
gank herself with her usual felicity 
into th® beautiful role, and was with 
equal truth the unawakened sou) in 
the first act, gazing with innocent 
pleasure upon her own image in the 
water, and the loving woman, ma-

Humperdinck’s own art goes through 
a similar transition in the course of 
the opera. He takes the same musical 
themes an& phrases which have ex- 
pressed the happy emotions in the 
earlier scenes, and converts them at 
the last by changeg rnythms and ac- 
cent and ingenious instrumentation to 
describe. the approach of tragedy and 
its culmination. ‘ 

The opera has been called a chil- 
dren's opera, but it is so only in the 
sense of its concern with youth, and 
the pronouncedly imgginative spirit 
which characterizes tts musical con- 
ception. 

It deals with youth, but its truths 
are as old as time, and its real reward 
is in proportion to the discernment 
one takes to it. 

The Poetry of Youth. 

The composer has not “written 
down" to youthful appreciation, but he 
has wonderfully translated the fanci- 
fulness and poesy of youth; his music 
as true when he makes graphic with 
his orchestra all the sorcery and spells 
of the witch as when he pictures with 
the same big instrument the day 
dreams of the Goose Girl reclining 
among the flowers. Graphic the music 
is, and sometimes as distinctly hu- 
morous as the spirit of the text, but it 
is all beautiful, and Alfred Hertz, con- 
ductor, gave a very pleasing interpre- 
tation. 

To return to the singers: it is prob- 
able that there have never beem more 
beautiful tableaux on a local stage 
than the love scene in the first act 
and the death scene in the last, with 
Farrar as the Goose Girl and Kar! 
Jorn, the King’s son. The latter was 
as naive and fiery as the youthfy] 
lover, as he is the self-contained 
knight, “sans peur, et sans reproche,”’. 
in “Lohengrin,”’ while Miss Farrar was 
never more éxquigsite, more beautiful, 
and the condition of her voice was in 
keeping with her appearance. 

The work of Otto Goritz came very 
near focusing the honors of the eve- 
ning, vocal and dramatic, but even his 
big, colorful voicé and his magnetic 
handling of it and of his part could not 
withstand the romantic interest of the 
lovers’ roles.

then they should not be employed at 
any cost, for inefficient labor, either 
among men or women, is a destructive 
element and one that hampers higher 
civilization.” 

This spirit of women in organized 
effort is beautiful and productive of 
much good. The principle is that they 
are united first, to work out the prob- 
lem which affect them as women, then 
to assist in working out the problems 
in which the interests of all are in- 
volved. 

The first woman to be looked after, 
it would séem, would be the wage 
earner and her interests, and especial- 
ly that one who earned her, wage 
through training the future citizen in 
the school room. 

If she is not worth the salary. which 
her masculine competitor gets, then it 
is a danger to have her in anyway 
employed to look after the child's 
welfare, all of which makes emphatic 
that oft’-stated fact, that no city is 
in the line of progress and higher de- 
velopment which does not pay salaries 
sufficient to command the most effi- 
client labor. whether it be man or 
woman's labor. 

This “right’ of women to be paid 
the salaries they earn, is the real 
“right"’ women should work for. It 
is a “right” far more important to 
them than the “right”? to vote in gov- 
ernmental matters. 

There are many women adequately 
trained to earn equal salaries with 
men in the avocationg which men and 
women share, but there are very few 
women traineg to the responsibility of 
the vote. 

They have proven in many activities, 
professional and business, their right 
to equal salaries, but even with their 
most useful organizations, the truth 
will out that women are not trained 


yet to that degree when they could 
intelligently, as a whole, assume the 
responsibility suffrage would involve. 

But to talk against the right women 
have to vote is not the object of this 
article, which is rather to talk for one 
of the rights women ought te have— 
the right of a just salary, and one 
equal to that of the man with whom 
she works side by side. 

This is another matter which the 
women Working for civic betterment 
might well consider.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, April 28.—Cotton has ad- 
vanced, partly owing to reports that 
the season outside of Texas is about 
two weeks late. Too much rain and 
cool weather are complained of. in 
addition, as bullish factors, are smal! 
receipts, dwindling stocks, 
spinners’ takings, firm spot markets, 
noteworthy -activity 
trade and some few signs, at least, of 
improvement in the cotton goods situ- 
ation on this side of the water, owing 
partly to warmer weather, and finally 
large spot sales in Liverpool. 

On Wednesday there was a rise of 
$1.50 per bale on October, owing: to 
cold, rainy weather east of the Missis- 
sippi, with nearly five inches of rain 
at Galveston. Replanting will be neces- 
‘sary in some sections. The weather in 
/southern Texas has been particularly 
idwelt upon. Spinners are believed to 
'be carrying but small stocks of raw 


‘cotton, and there are those who think, 


‘that the statistical position is bound 
ito become stronger and stronger as 
‘the seasen advances, whether the crop 
‘turns out to be small or large. The 
New York certificated stock is steadily 
disappearing, having fallen off thus 
far this month about 36,000 bales, 
whereas a year ago it was rapidly in- 
creasing. It is now nearly 50,000 
bales smaller than at this time last 
year. 

It is also maintained that a big crop 
needed this year to replenish the 
world’s supplies, visible and invisible. 
Meantime the big spinners’ 
suggest to many that trade cannot be 
in quite so bad a way as some of the 
reports make it appear. Besides, the 
curtailment of production. of goods, 


ter trade conditions later on, not only 
as regards sales, but “prices. On the 
other hand, however, not a few think 
prices are destined to fall, sooner or 
later, to a much lower level, owing
